DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Figures 1-4 show a first species of the invention, 
Figures 20-23 show a second species of the invention, Figures 30-33 show a third 
species of the invention. Figure 37 shows a fourth species of the invention, Figures 38- 
41 show a fifth species of the invention, and Figures 45, 46 show a sixth species of the 
invention.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
